high and is of solid and graceful pat 
tern The handles are formed by the 
heads of two thoroughbreds projected from 
opposite sides of the body of the cup, the 
necks of the horses being carried into the 
body of the cup amid an attractive tracery 
of clover leaves and flowers. About the 
base is a frieze of clover leaves. The cup 
at the right hand is of more slender and 
vase-like shape, and stands 18 inches. high 
It has two long and prettily curved handles 
Upon the body of the cup is the head of 
a trotting horse, modeled in three-quarter 
relief and surrounded by a wreath of oak 
and laurel. Three slender curved supports, 
rising from the base and forming handles, 
support the body of the third cup. The 
handles terminate at each end in acanthus 
leaves, and they rest upon a silver plateau 
at the base, which is decorated with wreaths 
of laurel. The decorations are symbolical 
of victory and achievement. This cup is 
also 18 inches high. 





Australian and New Zealand Tariff Deci- 
sions Relating to Jewelry and 
Kindred Trades. 
WasHIncTon, D. C., Sept. 7.—The Min- 
ister of Customs of Australia has recently 
made the following customs decisions of in- 
terest to the trade: Combs, in which jew- 
elry or imitation jewelry constitutes the 
prepondering value, are dutiable as jewelry, 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem. Rings, anti- 
rheumatic, if made of base metal, are duti- 
able as metal manufactures, n. e. i. at 20 
per cent.; otherwise, as jewelery, at 25 per 

cent. 

The Commissioner of Trade and Cus- 
toms of New Zealand has rendered the fol- 
lowing customs decisions: Book markers, 
ivory handles with silver blades, are dutia- 
ble as fancy goods, at 20 per cent.; hat pins, 
ornamental and fancy, as fancy goods, at 
20 per cent.; jewelers’ doublets, as precious 
stones cut or uncut, and unmounted, free; 
watch chains, rolled gold, and watch 
chains, and pendants of nickel silver or 
white metal, as fancy goods, at 20 per cent.

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Report by Government Geologist on Diamond 
Found in New South Wales. 
ous time since a diamond was dis- 

covered in the matrix at Oakey Creek, 
Inverell, and the government geologist 
of New South Wales, who investigated the 
matter, has made a report on the subject. 
He says in part: 

“I have inspected the mine and find that 
they have undoubtedly discovered a dia- 
mond in the matrix. The discovery is all 
the more interesting, inasmuch as it pre- 
sents features which are altogether new, 
so far as the occurrence of diamonds is 
concerned. The rock in which the dia- 
mond was found is a dolerite, and is there- 
fore entirely distinct from the volcanic 
breccia, or agglomerate, which forms the 
filling of the pipes in which the diamonds 
are found at Kimberly, in South Africa.” 

“A gravelly drift, or old river bed, which 
occurs on the steep slopes of the valley of 
Oakey Creek, was worked for diamonds a 
few years ago. On the summit of the 
range which encloses this valley, the de- 
posit of gravel is covered by a flow of 
basalt, and it was with the object of pros- 
pecting the deeper portion of the deposit 
under the basalt that a tunnel was driven 
for some distance into the side of the 
range. The tunnel, however, which was 
commenced in granite, soon intersected a 
bar of bluish-green rock, and was then 
abandoned for some time. Subsequently 
the abandoned claim was taken up by two 
prospectors, who continued the tunnel for 
some distance, with the result that they 
drove through the bluish-green rock, and 
reached granite on the farther side of it. 
They became imbued with the idea that 
this bluish-green rock was the “blue 
ground” in which diamonds occur at Kim- 
berly and they sent several samples of it 
to the Department of Mines for examina- 
tion. 

“A thin slice of the rock was examined 
under the microscope and the prospectors 
were informed that it was dolerite and not 
a volcanic breccia; that it probably oc- 
curred as a dyke and not as a pipe; and 
that it was not likely to contain diamonds 


| so far as our knowledge of the occurrence 


of those gems indicated. The prospectors 
continued their work, however, and their 
perseverance has been rewarded by the 
finding of a small diamond in the solid 
dolerite. Although the occurrence is en 
tirely new to geologists, it is clear that 
where one diamond has been found others 
may be expected to occur.” 


New Discoveries of Opal and Tourmaline 
in South Australia. 





GOVERNMENT geologist of South 

Australia has inspected the locality of 
the recent opal discovery in that country. 
He reports the locality is about one and a 
half miles from “Charley’s Swamp,” and 
some 30 miles south of the Bopechee rail- 
way siding. The opal occurs in many 
places over an area of a square mile or 
more, in seams or small veins. 

Numerous specimens ave been found 
which show decided fire or play of colors. 
The geologist is of opinion that this is a 
variety of precious opal, and that there is 
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a good prospect of a more valuable class of 
opal being found by systematic prospecting 
at this place. 

The mining department of South Austra 
lia also reports the discovery of tourmaline 
on the eastern end of Kangaroo Island. The 
stones are remarkable for their size and 
beauty and after passing through the lapi- 
dary’s hands form very handsome gems. 
The prevailing color is green in various 
shades, although some of the crystals have 
centers of a delicate pink color, The dis 
civery bids fair to be important. 


Report of the Output of Diamonds and | 


Opals in Australia During 1903. 


CCORDING to the annual report of the 
Department of Mines of New South 
Wales for 1903,the estimated quantity of dia- 
monds found during the year was 12,239 
carats, valued at $49,930, an increase of 244 
carats, but a decrease of $6,690 in value, as 
compared with the output of 1902, a consid- 
erable decline having occurred in the price 
of the stones. 

The estimated production of noble opal 
in the White Cliffs division, was $500,000, 
as compared with $700,000 for the previous 
year. The known opal-bearing area kad 
been worked and reworked, and the de- 
crease in the production was due to the par- 
tial depletion of the deposits already 
opened, 


Department of Commerce and Labor | 


Asks Consuls to Report on 
Precious Stone Products. 

WasHIncTON, D. C., Sept. 7—The De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor has sent 
out instructions to United States consular 
officers in South Africa, India, Australia 
and South America, to report on the pro- 
duction of precious stones in their respec- 
tive districts, and endeavor to secure the 
sending of consignments to banks or other 
responsible parties in New York, so that 
they can be examined with a view to pur- 
chase. 

It is pointed out in the circular of instruc- 
tions that rough gems, except pearls, are ad- 
mitted free of duty, and therefore, if they 
are not sold they can be returned to the 
shipper without any other expense than that 
of transportation, which would be little by 
registered mail. 

The precious stones specially mentioned 
as desirable are diamonds, rubies, sapphires, 


opals, turquoises, beryls, chrysoberyls, 
tourmalines, cats’ eyes, peridots, olivines, 
spinels, lapis lazuli, rose quartz, spodumene, 


spheres, sunstones and amazon stones 


N. S. Marshall, who recently sold out 
the interest in the firm of Marshall & 
Tyrrell, Rutland, Vt., to his partner, F. D 
Tyrrell, had been in the jewelry business 
for over 30 years. Mr. Marshall first en- 
tered the trade in 1872, when but 16 years 
old, and for the past 25 years had been 
prominent as a retail merchant.

Patent Office Refuses to Register Words 
“Sterling Nickel’ as a Trade-Mark. 
WasHINcGTON, D. C., Sept. 7—The patent 

office has made public a decision of the 

Commissioner on the appeal from the ex- 

aminer of trade-marks declining to register 

the words “sterling nickel’ for metal ware. 

The application was made by S. Sternau & 

Co., New York, who asked to include 

these words as part of the trade-mark, but it 

was denied by the Examiner on the ground 
that they were not registrable. 

Acting Commissioner Moore, in sustain- 
ing the Examiner, says: “It is clear that the 
word ‘nickel’ is descriptive of the goods, 
and that the word ‘sterling’ is descriptive of 
the character or quality. Descriptive words 
should be included as a part of registered 
mark only where other parts are so inter- 
woven with the arbitrary parts of the mark 
as to become inseparable therefrom.”

SEND FOR CATALOGUE. 
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Census Report on Children Employed in 
the Watch and Jewelry Manu- 
facturing Industries. 


The United States Census Bureau has 
just issued a volume telling something 
about the subject of child labor in the jew- 
elry business. The report is forced to ig- 
nore many of the interesting deductions 
that might be made on such a subject, but it 
gives some figures which in themselves are 
decidedly interesting. 

It shows that the enumerators who took 
the last United States Census found in the 
country 795 gold and silver workers of the 
male sex between 10 and 15 years of age and 
613 female gold and silver workers of the 
same age, or a total of 1,408 children engaged 
in the business. They also found 398 boys 
of the same age in the clock and watch 
making and repairing business, and 219 
girls; a total of 617 of both sexes. The re- 
port is further subdivided into the follow- 
ing tables, which explain themselves :

Boston Jeweler, Accused of Larceny by 
New York Diamond Importer, 
Released Under Bail. 
Abraham Lipp, the diamond merchant 
of Boston, accused of grand larceny by 
Sol. Lindenborn, diamond importer, 170 
Broadway, New York, was brought to 
New York early last week from Maine, 
where he was arrested by New York off 
cers. Lipp was arraigned in the Court of 
General Sessions in Manhattan and plead 
ed not guilty to the charge in the indict 
ment of obtaining diamonds to the value 
of $900, and paying for them with a 
worthless check He was released on a 

$2,500 bail bond. 

It is charged that last month Lipp 
alled at Mr. Lindenborn’s salesrooms and 
made representations as to his financial 
standing, which induced the importer to 
give him diamonds for which a check on 
the Puritan Trust Co., of Boston, was 
tendered and accepted in payment. Later 
the check came back from the bank with 
the statement that there were no funds to 
meet it. It is said that Mr. Lindenborn, 
although only pressing the $900 charge at 
this time, expects to prove further losses 
as a result of his transactions with Mr 
Lipp.

Watch Company’s Victory. 
Text of Decision in Suit Over Use of 
the Name Elgin. 

Cuicaco, Sept. 9.—The full text of the 
decision of the United States Circuit Court 
for the northern district of Iowa, in favor 
of the Elgin National Watch Co. in its suit 
against Theodore O. Loveland, James L. 
Records and Chas, W. Harrison, who con- 
duct the Elgin Jewelry Co., has been re 
ceived in this city in its corrected and 
printed form. The court’s opinion fills a 
pamphlet of 23 pages and discusses the sub 

jects at issue at considerable length. 

This suit, as previously noted in the col 
umns of THE CIRCULAR-WEEKLY, was 
brought to restrain the defendants from 
conducting their jewelry business under the 
name of the Elgin Jewelry Co., on the 
ground that the word “Elgin” was used for 
the purpose of making the public believe 
that their goods were products of the Elgin 
National Watch Co., or that the company 
was connected with the complainant in some 
way. The case came before Judge Reed on 
two points; (1) the demurrer of the de 
fendants on the grounds that the Elgin 
Jewelry Co., which they conducted, was a 
corporation of the same state (Illinois) as 
the Elgin National Watch Co., and, there- 
fore, the court had no jurisdiction. (2) The 
application of the complainant for prelim- 
inary injunction restraining the defendants 
using the name Elgin pending the suit. 

The first part of Judge Reed’s decision is 
devoted to the questions raised on the de- 
murrer of the defendants. This he overrules 
after an extended argument on the ground 
that the defendants. are not citizens of IIli- 
nois, and that their company, even if a 
corporation of that state, is not an indis- 
pensable party to the action. Then on the 
application for the preliminary injunction 
he discusses at length the law in regard to 
unfair competition and the use of geograph- 
ical terms in trade-marks, and finally pro- 
ceeds to discuss the evidence. 

After reviewing the evidence, showing 
that Loveland and Records were formerly 
employes of W. F. Main and M. F. Price 
in Iowa City, and had bought out the busi- 
ness which the latter conducted, under the

ceive mail, and that this was not their real 
establishment, the Judge quotes from an 
affidavit of Martha Wilson, in which she 
tells how she was in sole charge of the 
office in Elgin, a small room 12 by 14 feet, 
that she kept no stock, but simply forward- 
ed orders received to Iowa City, and mailed 
circular letters in answer to complaints or 
other letters countermanding orders. Ac- 
cording to her, a great many letters were 
received from people, who seemed to be 
under the impression that they were address- 
ing the Elgin National Watch Co. 

Concluding, Judge Reed says: 

“None of the foregoing letters nor the affidavit 
of Miss Wilson are disputed or denied by the de- 
fendants, but they are in fact practically ad- 
mitted by them. Upon some of the letter heads 
used by the defendants is the figure of the watch 
with the name “Elgin” upon the dial, substan- 
tially like such figures in much of the complain- 
ant’s advertising matter. 

Discussion cannot make plainer, nor obscure, the 
purpose of the defendants in adopting the use of 
the word “Elgin” as a part of their name and busi- 
ness style; in establishing a mail station at Ejigin, 
Ill., as stated by Miss Willson; and the whole 
conduct of their business; to prey uvon the good 
will of the complainant, and to exploit, sell, offer 
for sale, and palm off their own jewelry as the 
product of the complainant’s manufacture, and to 
deceive buyers to so believe and to purchase the 
same as such. 

Defendants in no way attempt to dispute the 
main facts shown by the complainant; they deny 
any fraudulent intent in the use of the word 
“Elgin,” and say that their attempt to incor- 
porate in Illinois was in good faith; that they 
intend to locate at Elgin, as soon as they can 
make the necessary arrangements to move their 
property there; that the failure to file the arti- 
cles of incorporation with the recorder of deeds of 
Kane County, Illinois, was an oversight; that they 
have discontinued the use of the figure of the 
watch upon their stationery, and added to their 
printed matter the words, ‘‘Not connected with 
the Elgin National Watch Co.”’ These changes 
were made since the commencement of this suit;

Toronto, Ont., Sept. 10.—The second an 
nual meeting of the Canadian Association 
of Opticians was held in the Temple build- 
ing, Sept. 7 and 8. There were about 70 
members in attendance when the conven- 
tion opened with the president, S. Grant, 
of Montreal, in the chair. The secretary, 
Alex. Moffatt, of Brantford, presented his 
annual report which showed that the mem- 
bership had greatly increased. There had 
been 65 accessions during the year, bringing 
the total membership up to 149. 

A long discussion took place as to the 
advisability of incorporating the association 
as a first step toward giving opticians a 
recognized professional status. No definite 
action was taken, the general impression 
being that before taking such action the 
society should frrther increase in mem- 
bership. 

The president delivered his annual ad- 
dress, urging the need of a vigorous propa- 
ganda in order to make a thoroughly rep- 
resentative body. He announced the receipt 
of congratulatory messages from the Amer- 
ican and British associations. 

John C. Eberhardt, past president of the 
American Association of Opticians, deliv- 
ered a technical address on “Ocular Neurol- 
ogy,’ in which he described the method of 
testing for defective eyesight, by the use of 
the double prism. He expressed the opin- 
ion that a large proportion of personal 
peculiarities of gait and gesture were due 
to defective vision and that violent temper, 





drunkenness and insanity could sometimes

\t the second day’s session Earle Browne, 
of Chicago, lectured on the “Physiology 
and Anatomy of the Human Eye.” His 
presentation of the subject was illustrated 
by unique stereopticon views, showing on 
a large scale exact reproductions of the 
living tissue in its evolutions from the ear 
liest form to its highest development.

Practice of Opticians Does Not Violate 
the Illinois Medical Act. 


Cuicaco, Sept. 10.—A decision of great 
interest to opticians in Illinois has just been 
delivered by Judge Wilkin, of the Supreme 
Court of Illinois, in a case of the People 
for the use of the State Board of Health, 
against Charles Lincoln Smith. On _ the 
trial of the case the defendant was found 
guilty and a fine imposed. He appealed to 
the Appellate Court, which reversed the de- 
cision, and under instructions of the Su- 
preme Court stated the facts as follows: 


We find that appellant was engaged in the busi 
ness of traveling optician; that he went from 
place to place in this state, including Peoria, 
where the acts in question were performed; that 
he fitted spectacles to persons of defective sight, 
first ascertaining, by tests, the kind of lens re 
quired by his customer, then procuring glasses 
to be ground accordingly and placed in a frame 
and delivered to his customers, and receiving pay- 
ment therefor; that he advertised himself in the 
public press as the famous Chicago eye expert; 
and in such advertisements he invited persons 
afflicted with blurring, dizziness, neuralgia, head 
ache, spots before the eyes, inflammation, granu- 
lation, winking, trembling spells. cataracts, burn- 
ing and smarting of the eyes, and various nervous 
brain affections, to call upon him; that these ad- 
vertisements stated that he did not give medical 
or surgical treatment; that in these advertisements 
he stated that his glasses, fitted and ground by 
his method, benefited his patrons and had cured 
headaches, blurring, itching and burning of the 
eyes, etc. We find that appellant’s glasses relieved 
such troubles while they were used, but did not 
cure them. We find the appellant had no license 
from the State Board of Health. We find that 
appellant did not practice medicine or surgery 
We further find that appellant did not treat or 
profess to treat, operate on or prescribe for any 
physical ailment or any physical injury to or de- 





formity of another, except in the manner and to 
the extent stated. We find that the foregoing 
were the acts for which plaintiff sought to re 
cover, and recovered, from appellant in this cause 
the penalty prescribed by the act entitled “‘An 
act to regulate the practice of medicine in the 
state of Illinois, and to repeal an act therein 
named, in force July 1, 1899.” 

The Supreme Court sustained the Appel- 
late Court in its decision that the defendant 
had not violated the Medical Practice act 
and Judge Wilkin delivered the following 
opinion: 


The charge is a violation of Secs. 7 and 8 of 
the Act of 1899, to regulate the practice of medi- 
cine in this state, that 1s, by professing to treat, 
operate on or prescribe for any physical ailment 


or any physical injury to or deformity of another, 
as provided in said Sec. 7, and being an itinerant 
vendor of an appliance for the treatment of dis- 
eases or injuries as prohibited by Sec. 8. 

The finding of the Appellate Court is that all 
the defendant did was to fit spectacles to the eyes 
of persons of defective vision and sell them to 
such persons. By so doing he did not treat, oper 
ate upon or prescribe for any physical ailment or 
injury or deformity of another, within the mean- 
ing of Sec. 7; nor did he, by advertising himself 
as an eye expert and inviting persons afflicted 
with certain defects of vision to call upon him, 
profess to treat, operate upon or prescribe for any 
physical ailment or physical injury to or de 
formity of another, but in the same advertisement 
stated that he did not give medical or surgical 
treatment. Al! that he claimed by the advertise 
ment was, that glasses fitted and ground by his 
method benefited, and had cured headaches, blurr 
ing, itching and burning of the eyes, etc. We 
also think it clear that he was not, under the 
facts here found, an itinerant vendor of any 
drug, nostrum, ointment or application of any 
kind intended for the treatment of diseases or 
injury, nor did he, by writing or printing, or 
other method, profess to the public to cure or treat 
diseases or deformity, by any drug, nostrum, or 
application, within the meaning of Sec. 8. It 
would be a strained construction of that sectiom

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The Diamond Markets. 

ANTWERP, Sept. 2.—Business for the 
month of August ended rather weak, owing 
to the many local holidays, but all indica- 
tions point toward a good and healthy trade 
for September. The following diamond 
merchants were recently in Antwerp: Mr. 
Gross, Vienna; Mr. Frier, of Oppenheimer 
& Co., Frankfort-on-Main; Mr. Strauss, 
Hanau; Mr. Goldstein, Bucarest. All of 
these merchants bought largely of two, 
three, four and five-grain stones. All hands 
are now working in the local diamond fac- 
tories and most of the merchants have an- 
nounced their return to business from their 
vacations 

A new firm which will deal in precious 
stones, principally diamonds, has_ been 
formed here and will be known under the 
name of Esquemazi & Simon. 

Since the recent strike the employers have 
concluded that in order to avert any fur- 
ther difficulties at the factories it would be 
a good plan to establish professional schools 
in the various factories for the education 
of the apprentice, which schools should be 
run at the expense of the employer. This 
project has numerous advantages. The new 
apprentices, who were employed after the 
strike, have been the subjects of the ill-will 
of the workmen, which has greatly impeded 
their progress at the trade, so that a me- 
thodical learning of their trade in a pro- 
fessional school would save not only time, 
but also further trouble. Their schooling 
would be more complete, since the pupils 
would Jearn also the polishing of small 





stones, which, though little done in Ant- 


werp, is largely practiced in Amsterdam. 
This would create a broader field for the 


local diamond industry. And, again, it is a 
fact that many parents hesitate to send their 
sons to the factories, as in most all cases 
the apprentice is the servant of the work- 
men, and in factories where a certain un- 
couth spirit of profanity prevails, the lesson 
for the Jad of 15 is a bad one. Other trades, 
the jewelers’ for instance, which have organ- 
ized similar schools, are thoroughly satisfied 
with the results, experience showing that 
the school-taught workmen perform their 
work in a superior manner to those who 
have learned their trade as apprentices in 
the factory. Such an organization would 
perhaps be more expensive in the beginning, 
but it undoubtedly would pay in the end, 
and all of these facts taken into considera- 
tion bring up the question whether or not 
the matter should be seriously investigated. 

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 1.—Reports here show 
that we are entering into a new and serious 
period of activity in the precious stone 
trade, sales becoming daily larger and more 
numerous. The demand for fine melée con- 
tinues. There is also a great demand for 
brilliants and roses by the eastern countries. 

A new strike in the diamond industry 
here is imminent. It is known that the last 
strike ended in a compromise on the ques 
tion of apprentices, by which the Amster- 
damsche Juweliers Vereeniging (the 
employers’ organization) were to select 150 
apprentices, while the Algemeene Neder- 
landsche Diamantbewerkers Bond (the 
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workmen’s organization) was to select 500 
apprentices 3ut all the employers are not 
members of the A. J. V... Those who con 


tinued to give out work during the lockout 
and who by so doing had helped the cause 
of the A. N. D. B., received from the 
“Bond” the formal promise that every con 
cession accorded to the A. J. V. would be 
given to them also. They now, in accord 
ance with this agreement, request the right 
to select 150 apprentices, the same number 
as that accorded to the A. J. V. It is abso- 
lutely out of the question to enlarge the 
number of apprentices from 650 to 800, as it 
was the object of the “Bond” to prevent 
a surplus amount of workmen and the com- 
promise was on the basis of the largest 
number of apprentices that the Bond could 
allow to be introduced. 

However, the A. N. D. B. have voted. to 
continue peaceful relations with the employ- 
ers who were not antagonistic to them dur- 
ing their battle, and out of the 500 appren- 
tices to be designated by the Bond it has 
offered to reserve 150 for the merchants 
who supported them during the strike, and 
whose polishers remitted a fair proportion 
of their salaries for the fighting fund. At 
this point the A. J. V. has intervened, main- 
taining that these outside employers should 
not, now enjoy the advantages which they 
alone have gained with considerable effort, 
the lockouts having cost them millions of 
guilders. 

It is easy to understand the conflicting 
sentiments which the A. N. D. B. and the 
A. J. V. entertain, the organization of the 
workingmen wishing to be at peace with

Treasury Department Orders Appeal in 
Case Involving Duty on Imita- 
tion Pearls. 

The Treasury Department has directed 
the Collector of Customs at New York to 
appeal to the United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals from a decision of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers, to the 
effect that imitations of whole and half- 
pearls are dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valo- 
rem, under Par. 456 of the Tariff act as 
imitations of precious stones, and not at 45 
per cent., under Par. 434, as manufactures 
of paste. The Board gave out its ruling on 
Aug. 25. The government contends that as 
pearls have been held by the Circuit Court 
in the Hahn case not to be precious stones, 


therefore imitations of pearls cannot b 
imitations of precious stones 

The Collector has also been directed to 
appeal from a decision of the Board on 
Aug. 16, holding that opal balls and rock 
crystal rondelles are dutiable at 10 per cent 
ad valorem, under Par. 435, as precious 
stones, and not dutiable at 60 per cent., 
under Par. 408, as beads

Should the Jeweler Help to Educate the 
Public in Details of His Business ? 


66 ARELY is a good salesman made 
from the man who has worked at 
the bench in the jewelry trade. As a rule 
he is apt in imparting his own knowledge of 
mechanical processes, how the goods are 
made, rather than of their grace, beauty, at- 
tractiveness, and in how they should be 
thus made to appear to would-be wearers. 

“The artisan is rarely the artist; the 
buyer is seldom a mechanician; the tools 
and machinery necessary to the production 
interest neither the merchant jeweler nor 
the wearer. Beauty, utility, endurance, are 
the appealing qualifications,” said an old 
manufacturing jeweler to a JEWELERS’ 
CiRCULAR-WEEKLY reporter. 

“A little knowledge imparted is a dan- 
gerous thing, even when applied to gems 
and jewelry. 

“When I was a youth I learned much 
from the then living well known ‘Nestor of 
the jewelry trade,’ M. G. Baldwin. The man- 
ufacturing jewelers were then more homo- 
geneous than at the present time; more 
conservative in their business methods; 
more reticent in their intercourse with 
buyers. 

“The same was true of the merchant 
jewelers. Their business was dependent 
upon their reputation for probity, and for 
the qualities of their wares. 

“In those days the merchant-jewelers’ 
customers had a vague impression that each 
item in a jeweler’s store was made by

such jeweler’s corps of hazy artisans in 
some apocryphal nearby workshop; the re- 
tail jeweler was yet more conservative as 
to trade knowledge than was the manufac- 
turer. 

“Tt was years ago, as I just now told 
you, when the ‘education of the buyers’ 
was in its infancy, that Mr. Baldwin de- 
plored the inroads, the invasions upon shop 
knowledge by merchant jewelers and their 
customers. 

“Tf one ventured to ask the quality of the 
chains he was buying, he was gently re- 
minded that they were of the standard 
quality for which the firm was noted (at 
that time 16 kt. was the standard). 

“Tf inquisitive as to weight, he was in- 
formed that the price was predicated on 
the shop-weights which fixed the price of 
each chain. Questions as to quality and 
weight were intolerable; their reputations 
went with the goods. 

“On diamond mounted goods the price 
was fixed therefor as a unit and plus 
tagged. A question as to the weight of the 
diamonds, or of the weight and quality of 
the mountings, was felt to be irrelevant, as 
such records were kept only in the factory. 
(Rarely were diamond mountings less than 
18 kt.) 

“How different it is to-day! 

“T wonder how often nowadays jewelers 
are asked ‘How much are diamonds worth 
by the carat?’ 

“Tt is as ridiculous to value, to arbitrate, 
to sell diamonds to the inexpert by the 
carat, as to employ salesmen and pay them

“If not an expert in what a consumer is 
disposed to buy, let him go to an expert, 
relying upon his judgment and repute. The 
dilettante, the owner of one diamond, 
knows it all; to advise him is as useless 
as are the tones of a song just sung.” 

When asked for the genesis of this trade 
knowledge being imparted to consumers, the 
old jeweler attributed its origin to compe- 
tion for the consumers’ favorable consid 
eration, jointly with the patent-medicine- 
methods of advertising and introducing 
goods to the public by the manufacturers 

He claimed that the retail jewelers should 
sell their goods more on their own local 
reputations than upon that of the manufac 
turers; that the good repute of the retailer 
was one of his most precious assets; that 
it was acquired by the expenditure of 
years of persistent energy, and that he 
should zealously and jealously conserve and 
depend upon his own reputation and name, 
instead of that of another name lettered 
upon the goods he sells. 


Window Display. 
ETAIL shops of moderate size find it 
advisable to change the window dis- 
play twice a week, making a show of me- 
dium-priced goods on Friday, Saturday and 
Monday, when the windows are inspected 
by wage-earners on shopping tours. Some 
of the large shops along great thoroughfares 
like Broadway, New York, find it worth 
while to change the display daily, but in 
most cases these establishments have long 
windows divided by partitions and only one 
or two sections are changed. 

But two or three articles are shown, in 
accord with the principle of window trim- 
ming that is now generally approved by 
retailers who have reasons for doing things. 
The few articles so simply arranged do 
not imply any economy of time or thought 
on the trimmer’s part, however, for reai 
talent is needed to work out effective ar- 
rangements of two or three articles, where- 
as a crowded window may be composed on 
the hit or miss plan. 

To select from one to three articles out 
of a large stock and merge them in an 
eye-catching picture is in window trimming 
what the compression of an ad 
phrase is in ad. writing The ultimate ef- 
fect is much the same, too. The single 
phrase ad. attracts by its brevity and is

Old Silversmiths of America. 


(In this series of articles, which began in the 
issue of July 6, 1904, an attempt will be made, 
from time to time, to give the history of the craft 
in the principal cities from colonial days to the 
middle of the last century.

VI.—BALTIMORE. 
T a census taken in 1775, the town of 
Jaltimore was found to contain only 
564 houses and 5,934 persons; it was incor- 
porated in 1796. Christopher Hughes & Co. 
advertise in 1773, as goldsmiths and jew- 
elers. A curious silver token of which we 
have no history appeared in Baltimore, July 
4, 1790, a private issue by Standish Barry, 
silversmith. In an advertisement in the 
Maryland Journal, September, 1798, George 
Dowig, of Baltimore, announces that he 
retires from the business of silversmith, 
and offers to dispose of his stock and tools 
by a lottery. At St. Thomas’ Parish, Bal- 
timore County, is a two-handled cup and 
paten, marked G. L., and in the treasurer’s 
book this entry: ‘“Sepr. 4, 1773. Paid 
Gabriel] Liwin (Lewin) for making Silver 
Plate and cup for the communion L26 :14:9.” 
In the procession to celebrate the ratifica- 
tion of the Federal Constitution in 1788, 
were the silversmiths and watchmakers, 
preceded by Messrs. Levely, Clarke and 
Rice, bearing a flag representing the differ- 
ent articles of their manufacture, with the 
motto, “‘No importation and we shall live.” 
Under it a beehive-motto, “If encouraged.” 
In 1814 the Legislature of Maryland 
passed an act to regulate the quality of 
plate in the city, fixing the standard at 
11 ounces of fine silver to the pound Troy 
(917). This is the same as the old Scotch 
standard, established during the reign of 
King James II., 1457. No manufacture of 
silver whatsoever, over the weight of five 
pennyweights, was to be exposed for sale, 
under this standard and without the stamp 
or mark of the assay officer, who was to 
be appointed by the Mayor and city coun- 
cil. Thomas H. Warner was assayer from 
1814 to 1824, and perhaps longer. Atkin- 
son Leroy succeeded him. _Warner was a 
silversmith. Leroy’s occupation is un- 
known. In 1830 a petition from Samuel 
Kirk and others, praying for a modification 
of the law, was presented to the Legis- 
lature, and a bill introduced and passed, 
authorizing the sale of silverware by manu- 
facturers without having it assayed, pro- 
vided the name of the maker and the qual- 
ity of the silver was stamped thereon. The 
sale, by other than manufacturers, of ware 
not made in the city was authorized, but 
directing an assay by the municipal officer 
on the demand of the purchaser and im- 
posing a penalty on the seller if found of 
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less fineness than 11 ounces of pure silver 
in every pound Troy; if found to be marked 
correctly, the purchaser to pay the cost 
of assaying. The people objecting to pay- 
ing the assayer’s charges, the office even- 
tually died out. 

Of silversmiths in 1802 we have the names 
of William Aitkens, William Ball, Alex- 
ander Forrest, George Jacobs, Les Fauries, 
and L. Poucet. In the first quarter of the 
century were Andrew Burot, Robert Camp- 
bell, Philip Sadtler, the Warners and Sam- 
ue] Kirk, the descendants of the last being 
still in business. 

Of silversmiths at Annapolis, which re- 
ceived a city charter in 1708, little is known. 
John Inch, goldsmith, advertises in the 
Maryland Gazette in 1755. In 1783, I. Chal- 
mers, a goldsmith, issued a silver token

In your issue of Aug. 17 mention among 
the old silversmiths of America, William Moulton 
VI., besides his brother, Eben, who was in Boston. 
He had a brother, Abel, who carried on the silver 
business in Portland at one time. W. Moulton 
VI. was succeeded by his son, Joseph, born 1814, 
who carried on the silver business till he sold out 
to his two workmen, Towle and Jones. The 
bead business he continued until about 1894. 
Joseph Moulton was succeeded by his son, Will- 
iam, born in 1851, who still earries on the jew- 
elry business under the name of Moulton & Lunt 

There was a William Moulton, a great uncle of 
the late Joseph Moulton, who emigrated to Ohio 
hefore 1791, and as he carried his goldsmith tools 
into the block house at the time of an Indian raid, 
it is supposed that he carried on the trade in 
Ohio. If I am not mistaken the trade of silver- 
smith and goldsmith has been carried on to some 
extent in the name of Moulton in England up to 
within a few years.

amount of prismatic effect caused by this 
class of bifocal lenses, and in sensitive 
cases they should never be worn or pre- 
scribed. C1 shows how the converging 
eye for the reading distance reaches the 
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very extreme edge of the wafer. These 
wafers are of a very high refractive indice 
of refraction. I have found some with as 
much as six degrees of prismatic deviation, 
due to the great curvature necessary to 
make the difference in the focus. 

Fig. 7 shows the invisible bifocal lens in

The new solid bifocals are as yet so new 
that I will only call attention to them, but 
they are certainly very pretty in appearance.

Points on Optometrical Record Keeping. 


By Gustavus KAHN. 
OR many years since the beginning of 
the writer’s career as an optometrist 
he has always been profoundly impressed 
with the great importance of a most ac- 
curate and exact record of all cases re- 
fracted. This impression undoubtedly is 
due to his early training and the precepts 
inculeated by oculist tutors and text books 
read and studied on the subject

cross section. A and B show the restricted 
or limited angle of distance vision, while 
lines D and B1 show the greater amount 
of field angle where it is not needed, but 
rather in the way. Lines C and C1 show 
the lines or angle of vision as they pass 
through the lenses; lines Al, D1 and C1 
show how the same pass obliquely through 
the lenses, instead of straight, as in the 
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Toric eclipse bifocal; lines C1 are the lines 
of vision when the wearer is reading, the 
lines passing through the side nearest the 
nose, making a prism with its base out. 
This is radically wrong, but as I have found 
all that have come to my notice up to the 
present time. Much of this could be im- 





Of late years the attention of the writer 
has been devoted to re-examining many 
cases whose record was still in his pos- 
session for the purpose of verification and 
principally to ascertain if the cases whose 
static refractive errors as recorded had re- 
mained stationary or undergone any ma- 
terial changes in the course of several years. 

The net result of the above investigations 
demonstrated that only in a very small per- 
centage of cases did the static refraction 
(so-called), remain unaltered, while the 
greatest number, in fact, an overwhelming 
majority of all recorded cases showed a 
marked change in the static refraction, 
usually a decrease of the hyperopia with 
slight decrease in astigmatism in the largest 
number of changed hyperopic cases. In a 
smaller percentage of cases the hyperopia 
remained almost stationary or only slightly 
decreased or increased, with a marked in- 
crease of the astigmatism and _ curiously 
enough, the axis of the cylinder for the 
correction of the astigmatism was also 
found to be constantly changing from axis 
90° in hyperopic astigmatism towards the 
horizontal, or axis 180°. In another still 
smaller percentage of cases of hyperopic as- 
tigmatism the hyperopia showed a marked 
increase, also the astigmatism which had 
changed from with to against the rule, In 





still another case the astigmatism had en- 
tirely disappeared while the 
hyperopia remained either increased or de- 
creased in strength. 

I have not paid particular attention to 
myopic cases from the fact that I have not 
had a sufficient number of them for com- 
parison, but from the few cases on record 
[ find that hardly any of them remained 
stationary after a lapse of years, most of 
them having increased in strength. My gen- 
eral conclusion drawn from the investiga- 
tion of nearly 8,000 cases of all kinds, is 
that record keeping of the refraction had 
better be discarded as of no purpose, since 
the refraction, like everything else organic, 
is constantly changing more or less gradual- 
ly in all cases, and no old record should be 
taken as a basis to prescribe new lenses 
without a new optometrical eye examina- 
tion and at least every year all eyes should 
be re-examined for changes in the refrac- 
tion. The small percentage, that is, not 
over 15 per cent. of all cases in which the 
static refraction had not undergone any 
material change in years, are so numerically 
insignificant in regard to the others which 
have changed, that the importance of a 
record at once becomes of doubtful utility 
for purely refractive purposes, and when 
glasses are duplicated for clients who live 
at a distance from such records, it must 
very often prove a menace to the user and a 
reputation destroyer to the optometrist who 
supplies them in that way. 

Not alone is the static as well as the 
dynamic refraction in the greatest number 
of people constantly undergoing a more or 
less gradual change, but the facial measure- 
ments of spectacles and eyeglass frames as 


altogether 


well. Dimensions recorded t 
a perfect fit might be found utterly useless 
in two or three years hence. In the practice 
of ophthalmology there may be 
for a strict record of all eyes tested for 
different diseases or operated upon, for 
verification and other purposes best known 
to the oculist’s profession, but in strictly 
optometrical practice such records, besides 
their statistical value, have no other pur- 
pose than to help mislead those who put 
implicit faith in the stability of the mis- 
named static refraction and who, on the 
strength of that faith supply duplicate 
glasses and frames-to their distant clients 
without in many instances realizing the 
great risk taken with their clients’ ocular 
comfort and their own reputation. 

For all practical purposes it suffices to 
number the volumes of the prescription 
blank books and enter in a small pocket 
ledger in alphabetical order, the family 
name of the client, the date and number 
of the prescription, the number of the vol- 
ume in which the original prescription was 
entered. Any remarks about the case may 
be written on the back of the prescription 
blanks. 

For example, John Smith, No. of pre- 
scription 2512, was refracted May 10, 1904, 
blank in volume XXII. This is entered 
under the letter S, of the pocket ledger, as 
follows: No. 2512; Smith, John; May 10, 
1904; Vol. XXII; Blanks or some other 
optical company’s blank prescription book 
used. By referring to the little pocket 
ledger it will take about two minutes to 
find the original prescription which, in case 
of a law suit, has the advantage of being the

farther away from, the tube which it illu- 
minates. <A slide showing a cage, for in- 
stance, is put in the tube before the child’s 
fixing eye, and a bird in that before the 
squinting eye, and the child is told what 
to look for. At first he sees only the cage. 
The lamp before the fixing eye is then 
taken farther away and that before the 
squinting eye is brought nearer until the 
child sees the bird. By this time he has 
lost sight of the cage. The intensities of 
the illuminations are then adjusted until 
the child sees both the bird and the cage. 
The child is then allowed to grasp the in- 
strument so as to make the bird go in and 
out of the cage. Many other similar pairs 
of slides are shown. 

The average child of three-and-a-half or 
four years of age takes a very keen inter- 
est in the game which he imagines has 
been devised merely for his amusement. 
Slides which require a true blending of the 
images are then shown. After a time it 
is often found that the angle of the instru- 
ment may be altered to a very considerable 
extent, either in convergence or diver- 
gence, while the eyes follow the objects 
and maintain fusion of the pictures. One 
often gets a powerful “desire” for binocu- 
lar vision in these young subjects with 
surprising facility. The next step is to 
equalize the intensities of the lights. This 
may usually be done at this stage without 
a return of suppression. In many cases 
one is able to deviate the two halves of 
the amblyoscope more and more at each 
visit until parallelism of the visual axes 
is obtained.” 

As the visual axes are brought nearer 
parallelism, the use of an ordinary stereo- 
scope with the Kroll’s charts, Wurdmann’s 
modification of these or those recently pub- 
lished by Dr. Hale of Chicago, will serve 
as the most practical method of exercising 
the fusion faculty, as they can be used with 
an inexpensive stereoscope for daily exer- 
cise by the patient at home. Some cases, 
however, will undoubtedly require operation 
to bring about complete parallelism of the 
visual axes; but, if the desire for fusion 
has been established—and Worth asserts it 
can only be acquired in early childhood— 
it is only necessary to’ bring the visual 
axes approximately straight, because a de- 
sire for fusion, which has been acquired 
by the use of the amblyoscope, will then 
place and hold the eyes in such a position 
that identically corresponding portions of 
the two retinae are affected. 

Until the etiology of strabismus is set- 
tled and universally accepted, the methods 
of treatment will vary with the etiologic 
theory accepted by the individual; however, 
since commencing with the above outlined 
treatment in February of last year, we have 
not operated on a case of strabismus in a 
child under 10 years of age, and there are 
now 17 cases under treatment, and all 
making progress, with five cases completely 
cured and maintaining binocular single 
vision without any discomforts 

The objections to the method are the time 
required to affect the result and the pos 
sibility of having to resort to operative 
measures in the end; this with the assur- 
ance, however, of binocular single vision 





being maintained and no relapse of the con- 
dition, the trouble of impressing the 
parents with the importance of coming at 
the time indicated for the consultation and 
the expense of the treatment, which 
amounts to as much or more than an opera- 
tion, and in case of an amblyopic eye, of 
keeping the better eye occluded for suf- 
ficient length of time to obtain a result, are 
the main objects to overcome; these ob- 
jections, however, I consider of minor im- 
portance when compared with the truly re- 
markable results obtained

Optical Society of the City of New York

The fig- 
ure of Christ is well executed, both in ar- 
tistic and in anatomical respects. The mod- 
eling of all the figures is lifelike, and ex- 
hibits a thorough mastery of technical 
detail. 

Ihe second clock is a very handsome and 
valuable piece. The base, however, dates 
from a later period (rococo). Originally 
the clock moved on wheels propelled by 
a mechanism hidden in the postament or 
base. The dial ball will be found in the 
turret borne by the camel. In the plate 
the closure of the turret, covering the nu- 
merals, is opened to show the beautiful 
pierced work on the same more distinctly. 
The clockwork is located in the interior 
of the animal. Upon the close of every 
hour the camel moves head and tail, and 
the accompanying Moor turns around 
once. The profuse ornamentation furnishes 
an interesting study of the style of that 
period, and the figure of the camel and 
the Moor, though not perfect, are quite 
creditable. 

The last clock (Fig. 3), called the “Wild 
Woman” or the “Negress,” has a richly 
ornamented base with fine profiles (one of 
the “fortes” of the Renaissance). The fig- 
ure itself, however, is rather dumpish. The 
base is borne by three snakes coiling around 
a piece of fruit, 

All three clocks, with their excellently 
preserved gilding, produce a very rich 
and pleasing impression. The preciousness 
of the costly covering reconciles one to 
the occasional coarseness of the composi- 
tion. 





The Division of Time by the Chinese 
During Antiquity. ; 
URING the reign of the Emperor Ya, 
about the year 2337 B. C., the Chinese 
astronomers knew how to recognize the two 
equinoxes and the two solstices by the 
length of the days and the nights, to divide 
the year into four seasons and fix its dura- 
tion at 365 days and six hours, every fourth 
year comprising 366 entire days. They 
divided the days into 12 more or less equal 
parts, and corresponding therefore to two of 
our hours, their own hours being divided 
into parts called Kes. Each Ke _ had 
100 minutes, and each minute 100 
seconds The 12 -parts of the day 
were composed of six hours of day and six 
hours of night; the six diurnal hours pro- 
ceeded from the rise to the set of sun, and 
the six nocturnal hours from the setting to 
the rising. The civil day began at mid- 
night and finished the next day at the same 
hour. 

The Chinese used 12 characters, which 
are the signs of their zodiac, to mark the 
12 months of the year, the 12 days of their 
lunar division, and the 12 hours of the day. 
In the 17th century, under the influence. of 
Jesuit missionaries, the Chinese adopted 
the foreign system.

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A Well-Known Curb Clock. 


y= few of the retail jewelry stores of 

New York are better known than that 
of M. L. Sheehan, 78 Eighth Ave., be 
tween 47th and 48th Sts. Aside from the 
fact, that Mr. Sheehan has been in continu- 
ous business nearly 50 years, and displays 
on his window sign the eloquent phrase 
“Established 1860,” the curb clock which 
permits one to identify the exact location 
of his shop even three or four blocks away 
in either direction, has become a feature of 
the thoroughfare’s topography, to most of 
the city’s indwellers in the northwest side 
section. Mr. Sheehan, who is not yet a very 
old man, has of late years associated his son 
with him, shifting more and more of the 
business to the latter’s shoulders, and thus 
permitting himself the leisure he believés he 
has justly earned. 

These facts might have comparatively lit- 
tle relevance to THE CrircuLArR-WEEKLY’S 
family of readers, had THE ONLOOKER ‘not 
incidentally learned a few others from Mr. 
Sheehan’s son, while casually commenting 
in general on the altogether unusual charac- 
ter of the major part of the trade which 
the concern has been enabled to build up, 
and in particular on the clock itself. The 
latter has undergone a thorough reconstruc 
tion, as one might say, “from the ground 
up,” for even the foundation has been dis- 
turbed for the purpose of putting the clock 
on an altogether new “footing.” 

“Our trade,” said young Mr. Sheehan, “is 
almost entirely a ‘repair’ trade, my father 
having worked to this end for many years. 
Nor is it confined to the families or people 
living in this section of the city, by any 
means. You see, though we’ve been on this 
location more than 20 years, we’ were for- 
merly over on Broadway, in the neighbor- 
hood of 29th St. That used to be then a 
very ‘swell’ part of the city. Even in those 
days, my father had built up a_reputa- 
tion for the repairing of the most precious 
and intricate of goods, and we carried that 
reputation over here with us. We have a 
large trade among the most exclusive pevo- 
ple of this city. Whenever they require any 
work done, they send the goods here—never 
making inquiries, and leaving the price en- 
tirely to us. That’s how they have learned 
to trust us, and as a proof of it I have sim 
ply to mention that we have a number of 
these people who have not even seen this 
store! They either send the pieces which 
require to be changed or fixed up by one of 
their own household or servants, or they 
apprise us, and we call for the goods, they 
being returned in the same manner. 

‘But about the clock. I have reason to 
believe that’s the oldest curb clock in the 
city of New York to-day; perhaps, in the 
country,’ added Mr. Sheehan, pointing to 
it. “We use a cut of it for reproduction on 
all our stationery and everywhere else that 
we can,’ and Mr. Sheehan handed THe 
ONLOOKER a statement form, showing not 
only the cut of the clock with the bird that 
tops it, but also the phrase of the date of 
founding of the business, but another more 
especially appropriate to it—‘Sign of the 
3ig Clock and Golden Eagle.” Asked how 
he had come to this conclusion, Mr. Shee 
han stated that though the claim had been 
repeatedly made and industriously, it had

never been refuted—not even disputed. “Let 
me tell you how old I know it to be, because 
perhaps through this publicity we may be 
able to discover that it is even older than 
we claim, and secure facts even more in 
teresting than those | tell you 

“We bought the clock from Alexander 
Hays, whose store, at the corner of Broad 
way and 17th St. had been a landmark 
since before my time. We do not know 
through how many hands it had come in 
termediately, but we /iave established that 
it was the identical clock which had been 
owned by the best known firm of jewelers 
in New York city 50 years ago, Ball, Black 
& Co. Every New Yorker of middle age 
will undoubtedly remember their store—one 
of the show places of the New York of 
1850—at the southwest corner of Broadway 
and Prince St. The building stood un- 
changed until a few years ago, and I am not 
sure that the entrance—still an impressive 
one—does not remain to-day as it was then 

“However to my facts as to the age of 
the clock. More than 20 years ago, perhaps 
22 years, I saw a picture entitled “Broad- 
way 50 Years Ago,” one of the colored 
prints of old New York that are displayed 
from time to time, and which cannot fail to 
thrill the heart of every true Gothamite 

“This picture gave as its center of inter- 
est the emporium of ‘Ball, Black & Co., and 
in front of it a reproduction of this iden- 
tical curb clock! 

“So, therefore, it is evident that the clock 
at the very least must be 75 years old, for, 
as you see, 50 and 20 make it only lack five 
of the three-quarter-century mark, and I 
might have seen it, as I said two years ear- 
lier. Besides that picture might easily have 
been published five or even ten years before 
I saw it.

Question No. 937.—To Clean Mercury 
in Pendulums.—/ have an old and very 
fine English regulator with a mercurial 
pendulum. The quicksilver in the glass jar 
of the pendulum has lost all its luster. and 
seems badly oxidized. How can I clean it? 

PF. 3 

ANSWER:—By meddling with the quick- 
silver in the glass jar you will not only dis- 
turb the regulation and timekeeping qual- 
ities of your clock, but you may also dis- 
turb the temperature adjustment. The 
only means of brightening the mercury ef- 
fectually is to fasten a piece of wash-leather 
to a stick and stir around the mercury with 
it, pressing the leather against the inside of 
the jar. Unless the mercury contains grit 
or other foreign matter, the above direc- 
tions, if followed properly, will do all that 
you need. If the mercury is mixed with 
dirt it may be necessary to empty it from 
the jar, and pour it back again through a 
wood or paper funnel having a very small 
outlet; in fact, only a pin hole; then the 
mercury will run through this and the dirt 
remain behind. 

Question No. 938.—Formulae for Gold 
Solders.—Can you give us a good formula 
for making 8 kt., 10 kt., 14 kt. and 18 kt. 
solder? a Se 

ANSWER :—Gold solder suitable for 18 kt. 
work can be made as follows: 

Fine gold, 120 grs. 
Fine silver, 36 grs. 
Fine copper, 2 grs. 

For 14 kt. work use 

Fine gold, 60 grs. 
Fine silver, 36 grs. 
Fine copper, 36 grs. 
For 10 kt. solder use 
Fine gold, 140 grs. 
Fine silver, 70 grs. 
Fine copper, 75 grs. 
For 8 kt. solder use 
Fine gold, 140 grs 
Fine silver, 170 grs. 
Fine copper, 130 grs. 

Question No. 939.—Polishing Pivots of 
Center Pinions.—lVhat is the best way to 
polish the pivots of hollow center pinions 
of watches? tae 5 

ANSWER :—These pivots are polished with 
perfectly flat-square polishers charged with 
polishing stuff, and about five or six inches 
long, perfectly straight and made of soft 
steel or iron, preferably steel, as that will 
keep their edges better. Some watchmak- 
ers do not use such polishers perfectly 
straight, but file their edges slightly con- 
vex, under the impression that this form 
will produce more flat and square shoulders. 
It is easily understood, however, that a for- 
ward and backward motion of polishers 
formed in this way will gradually make a 
convex shouider. When pivots are polished 
with polishers charged with diamantine it 
has been observed that pivot-holes will wear 
rapidly, and it has been surmised that the 
steel during the polishing process gets 
charged. The correctness of this surmise 








is confirmed by the fact that red stuff does 
not have this effect, and it is safe to rec- 
ommend that pivots and acting surfaces of 
steel of watch work should not be polished 
with diamantine, and this material be aban- 
doned for red stuff. 

Question No. 940—Watch Made by 
Melly Bros.—/ would like to know the age 
of a watch which is about 14 size, and a 
key winder. It has a cylinder escapement 
and an 18 kt. gold case. The movement 
and case are very flat—about *8 inch thick. 
It takes a male key to wind and set the 
watch, It has a gold dial, and on the cap 
is the following in blue enamel: “Brothers 
Melly, No. 5930, six hole jeweled.”

ANSWER:—The brothers Melly were 
watchmakers in Geneva, Switzerland, about 
1835 or 1840. 

QueEsTION No. 941.—Lacquering Brass 
Pieces.—/ often have brass articles which 

want to relacquer so that they will have 
a nice gold color. Will you tell me how to 
dip them so as to get this effect? 

B. #H. 

ANSWER:—By using the following dip 
you can obtain a nice gold effect, but 
should the brass be of a light color it is 
necessary to color the lacquer with a little 
gold coloring in order to obtain the desired 
shade. Take strong sulphuric acid, 2 parts; 
red fuming nitrous acid, 1 part; water, 1 
part. Mix these together in the open air, 
by means of a glass rod. After dipping, 
rinse, wash, dry and lacquer at once. Dry 
at a heat not exceeding 110°. 

Question No, 942.—Cleaning Gold Jew- 
elry.—Please give me a recipe for cleaning 
gold jewelry. H. A. 

ANSWER:—Put into 4 liters of distilled 
water, 100 grains of chloride of lime, 10 
grains bicarbonate of soda and 24 grains of 
common salt. The articles may be left in 
this solution for a little time. Should the 
pieces be difficult to clean in this manner, 
heat the solution. Wash in spirits and dry 
in sawdust. Keep in a closed bottle. 

QveEstTIon No. 943.—Dip or Brush Lac- 
quer.—_Which is the best way to lacquer 
small articles, by dipping the pieces in the 
lacquer or by brushing the lacquer on?

ANSWER :—Brush laequering is the best 
method. By this method the lacquer can be 
used thicker, and there is more body to it 
than the dip would give. To get good re- 
sults in the dipping process it is necessary 
tc have the lacquer thin enough to allow it 
to run off without leaving drips on the 
lower portion; in other words, it must be so 
thin that the drip will be absorbed. This 
makes it a very thin film, and it is safest, 
where a good body is desired, to redip the 
articles, after the first drying. Where one 
has only a few pieces it is best to brush the 
pieces carefully with a heavy lacquer; then 
keep turning it about to prevent it from 
running into drops, and hold it over a gas 
stove, with a sheet iron over the flame, so 
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that it will dry quickly. This process ren 


ders the coating very durable 


Question No. 944.—To Clean Lamp 
Globes.—/ use several glass globes for my 
gas burners to give me light for my work 
bench, They are frosted and become greasy 
and soiled. Is there a quick way of clean- 
ing them? rs ii 

ANSWER :—Pour two spoonfuls of slight- 
ly heated potash solution into the globe, 
moisten the whole surface with it and rub 
with a fine linen rag. Rinse the globe with 
clean water and dry it carefully with a fine 
soft cloth. This will restore the matt fin- 
ish to polished glass. 


How to Color Eight Carat Gold. 


T HE question how to color 8 kt. gold is 

succinctly answered in the Journal 
der Goldschmiedekunst, as follows: Thin 
down the coloring already used. By way of 
example let it then be understood that it 
is not imperative to anneal an 8 kt. ring 
beforehand; rather place it jmst as it is in 
the boiling color. While the coloring is 
going on some of the gold in the ring is 
not only dissolved away, combining with 
the color, but later on a part of it again 
separates itself from the color and deposits 
upon the ring or other object to be colored. 
Advantage is taken of this procedure and 
the coloring assisted by placing a bit of 
thinly rolled fine gold, previously annealed, 
in the color during its preparation; thus 
adding a moiety of gold to the color from 
the beginning and rendering it thus less in- 
clined to rob the object of its small store of 
the precious metal. 

Thin 8 kt. articles are preferably gilded 
than colored, for we know that the coloring 
does not add to their durability. Relative 
to the burnishing of tarnished silverware, 
permit us to remark that it suffices to sus- 
pend or otherwise place the object to be pol- 
ished in a sulphuric acid pickle and connect 
it up with a strip of zinc exactly as if it 
were to be electroplated. A species of cur- 
rent is generated, and, when removed, the 
piece has all the appearance of being new

Fo’ solder for brass in general, take 
four parts of scraps of the metal to 
be soldered and one part of zinc. 

lo polish Bohemian jewelry use a soft 
hair brush and calcined lamp-black. 

To remove a ring from a swollen finger 
a special tool is necessary. It con- 
sists of a sort of pincers having one jaw 
flat, which may be inserted under the ring 
between it and the finger; the other and 
upper jaw carries a small circular saw. 
While the left hand is employed in hold- 
ing the ring fixed in the tongs, turn the 
saw with the right. In this manner a ring 
of considerable thickness may be cut 
through in about a second of time without 
wounding the finger or any risk of crush- 
ing it. Of course such tongs can be used 
for this purpose alone, and yet no gold- 
smith or jeweler should be without one. It 
is incomparable for just this most painful 
operation. By making two cuts at opposite 
extremes of the diameter the ring may be 
taken from the finger without the sensation 
of pain.

These, as well as a mammoth china vase 
of perfect proportions, decorated with clus- 
ters of roses, by E. Raby, were secured by 
Tiffany & Co., New York, on the opening

The collection of Rouge Flambe, Sang de 
Beeuf, Haricot and Peach Blow Vases 1s, 
perhaps, the most remarkable of the whole 
exhibit, and is causing quite a stir among 
collectors and connoisseurs, who at onc 
recognize that Messrs Doulton have 
achieved what for centuries other manufac- 
turers have aimed at, namely, the discov- 
ery of the long lost art of the ancient Chi- 
nese.—China, Glass and Pottery Reviez 





Factitious or Paste Gems. 
samedi 
ACTITIOUS or paste gems are pre- 
pared from a vitreous body calle 

Strass (from the name of its German in- 
ventor), and the best composition for this 
is stated by Fontanier, in his treatise on 
this subject, and which he styles the May- 
ence base, to be prepared in the following 
manner: 8 ounces of pure rock crystal or 
flint in powder mixed with 24 ounces of salt 
of tartar are to be calcined and left to cool. 
The mixture is to be afterwards poured 
into a basin of hot water and treated with 
dilute nitric acid till it ceases to effervesce, 
and then the frit is to be washed till the 
water comes off tasteless. This is to be 
dried and mixed with 12 ounces of fine 
white lead, and the mixture is to be levi- 
gated and elutriated with a little distilled 
water. An ounce of calcined borax being 
added to about 12 ounces of the preceding 
mixture in a dry state, the whole is rubbed 
together in a porcelain mortar, melted in a 
clean crucible, and poured out into coid 
water. This vitreous matter must be dried 
and melted a second and a third time, al- 
ways in a new crucible, and after each melt- 
ing poured into cold water as at first, taking 
care to separate any lead that may be pro- 
duced, To the third frit, ground to powder, 
5 drachms of nitre are to be added, and, the 
mixture being melted for the last time, a 
mass of crystal will be found in the cruci- 
ble of a beautiful lustre and transparency. 
The diamond may be well imitated by this 
Mayence base. Another very fine white 
crystal may be obtained, according to M 
Fontanier, from 8 ounces of white lead, 2 
ounces of powdered borax, % grain of man- 
ganese, and 3 ounces of rock crystal 

Colored artificial gems are obtained from 
this strass or crystal by the addition to it 
of metallic oxides in proper - proportions. 
The Oriental topaz is prepared by adding 
oxide of antimony to the base; the ame- 
thyst, by adding manganese with a little of 
the purple of .Cassius; the beryl by anti- 
mony and a very little cobalt oxide; yellow 
artificial diamond and opal by chloride of 
silver; blue stone or sapphire by cobalt 
oxide. The following proportions are given 
to show the lines to work on: 

For yellow diamond. To 1 ounce of strass 
add 24 grains of chloride of silver or 10

For the sapphire. To 24 ounces of strass, 
add 2 drachms and 26 grains of the oxide 
of cobalt. 

For the Oriental ruby. 
strass add a mixture of 2 drachms and 48 
grains of the purple of Cassius, the same

quantity of golden sulphide of antimony 
and of manganese calcined with nitre, and 
2 ounces of rock crystal Manganese alone 
combined with the base in proper quantity. 

For the emerald. To i5 ounces of strass 
add 1 drachm of mountain blue (carbonate 
of copper) and 6 grains of oxide of anti- 
mony, or to 1 ounce of base add 20 grains 
of oxide of antimony and 3 grains of oxide 
of cobalt 


For the common opal. To 1 -e of strass 





add 10 grains of chloride of silver, 3 grains 
of calcined magnetic ore, and 26 grains of 
chalk. 

Another method of working is to make a 


strass of silex, potash, borax, oxide of lead, 
and sometimes arsenic Che silicious mat- 
ter should be perfectly pure, and if obtained 

calcined and 


from sand it ought to be 
washed first with dilute hydrochloric acid 
and then with water. The crystal or flint 
should be made red hot, quenched in water 
and ground as in the potteries. The potash 
should be purified from the best pearlash, 
and the borax should be refined by one or 
two crystallisations. The oxide of lead 
should be absolutely free from tin, for the 
least portion of the latter metal causes 
milkiness in the strass. Good orange lead 
is preferable to litharge. The arsenic should 
be pure. Hessian or earthenware crucibles 
are better than porcelain ones; they are not 
so apt to crack and run out. Either a pot- 
tery or porcelain kiln will answer, and the 
fusion should be continued 24 hours; the 
more tranquil and continuous it is the 
denser the paste and the greater the beauty.
